THE “RISE IN WAG^S.” 

“Labor has little of which to complain,” 
pipes a republican newspaper, and attempts 
to sustain it by ({uoting a report (luLilished 
by' the Massachusetts Bureau of Lal>or Sta¬ 
tistics, showing the status of wages in eigh¬ 
teen trades in 1S70 and 18!)8. This report, 
be it reinembeied, does not include some 
of the principal industries of Massachusetts, 
and for the obvious reason that their inclu¬ 
sion would not liave served the purjiosK for 
which it was de.sigiied. It does show., how¬ 
ever, that of the eighteen trades wliich it 
covers, five jmy lower wages now tlian in 1870. 
These trades are blacksmiths, blacksmitlis’ 
helpers, iron molders, and iron molders' 
heljicrs and stonecutters. It sliows fiirtlier 
tliat ttie wages of machiiiist.s in 1808 were 
exactly the same as in 1870—twenty-eight 
years ago. 

But.lei us look on the “cheerful’' side, on 
the advances of ‘!tS over 1S70, conceding 
that the report is reliable—probably a large 
concession—and what do we see? 

1. That bricklayers have been twenty- 
eight years gaining an advance of just seven 
cents a day. 

2. That boilermakers in the tweniv- 
eight years have won an advance of thirty- 
five cents a day. 

:l. That skilled eahinetmakers by their 
’leroic eti'orts have in twenty-eight years 
added to their daily wage pittance liftecn 
cents. 

4. Tlqit twenty-eight years of national 
development has brought to the hod car¬ 
riers tlie inunilicent increase of nineteen 
cents per day. 

5. And the e.irpenters—what oi'tlie car¬ 
penters? They nave achieved the twenty- 
eight years’ distinction of a sixteen cents 
per day advance. 

(1. In twelve of the principal I'nited 
States cities, also during these twenty-eight 
eventful years of the “rise’’ of wages, nia- 
chiuista’ helpers have accomiilislied the 
remarkable feat of adding just one cent to 
their dav’s wages. In 1870 tliey received 
81.84; ill 18i’S. 81.;i5. 

The alsive are a few of the advances in 
wages whicli reinihlicaii papers say “ought 
to be gratifying to all workingnieni”

Mr.. Putney went hack I'lOlJ years in dis- 
cu.<smg the evoliilioii oflali ir, showing how 
it has always been in a servile eondition, its 
eondilion today lieiiig but a recent develop¬ 
ment from tlie state of ahs.iliite slavery. 
Till; Social Democrats believe th.at at the 
|iresent time lab ir produee.s so inueh with 
so little labor lliat all are entitled to have 
the leisure that onlv a few enjov. Ho 
showed how the jiilgrims came to these 
shores to escape jiersecution, especially 
that of the land owner, a hiirdenthe laborer 
of today is struggling to avoid. He showed 
h 


liow they succeeded, gaining lilierty, ha|)- 
piness and individiialisin. T.iey produced 
their own tools, t;l itlies and only used val¬ 
ues. Ttiey produced nothing they <■ould 
not use. 'I'tiere has been a great change 
since then. To-day tlie railway takes the 
(dace of the farmer's wagon; in place of the 
liatik kitchen we liiid immense factories for 
the inanufaetiire of goods. To-day the men 
wlio own the liusiness do not expend their 
cafiital for products for use alone, hut for 
exchange por'iioscs e.,- (j'otit. He gets his 
eoin)nodities, such as land, buildings, ma¬ 
terial,etc., hilt he must also tiave the com¬ 
modity of lalior and must buy it the same 
as he does the other eoinmodies. In the 
jiurchase of the other coinmodities he uses 
his wits and gets all he can for nothing, 
or as iiiueb for as little as possible, and in 
the luirctiase of the commodity of labor the 
same riilo governs Ids action. 


Labor is toitay under the capitalist sys¬ 
tem a commodity wiiieh tlic capitalist is 
hound to get a-s cheaply as (lossihle. At the 
same time he sells his products as high as 
possible. It eiinnot he said the capitalist 
is to blame. It is the condition which 
makes this a necessity which needs altera¬ 
tion. J.ahor lias not tlie capital witli which 
to com|iete witli the money' (lower. The 
private capitalist is the man who is remun¬ 
erative by the proUiict of lalior, not the 
laborer. Under the present system we 
find womtn displacing men and children 
dis|ilacing women. If this thing goes on 
there will be scarcely any'tliing for the men 
to do hut to remain at home to mind the 
babies. Mr. Putney' spoke of a southern 
planter u ho has taught monkeys to pick 
cotton, being so successful in his attempt 
that he recently sent to .Africa for a con¬ 
signment of 200 or 3(X) of the animals, 
which will take the places of the men wlio 
have gained a living at the labor the brute 
will now perform for noihing. Tfiis is the 
way of the sy.stem of the private capitalist. 
In tlie struggle for prolits he becomes ^he 
enemy of every man w lio must labor that 
he and his may live. The larger the profit 
of the capitalist class the Jess the wage- 
earner can buy with what he gets, though 
the product is his ow n. The le.ss the profit 
till' more the wage earner can buy. The 
S.icial Democrats hope to ruin tlie profit 
system so tiiat tliey will he able to take all 
they jirodnee and distribute it equally. 

.Mr. Putney said if it w as not for labor 
we would all die. There is nothing on 
earth that contributes.to one’s haiqiiness 
tlnit is nut the (iroduct of labor. ,So if 
there is anyone whom we find can live in 
luxury without raising his liaiid we also find 
he lias a pull on someone’s labor. Instead 
of having our .American girls mairy the 
dead heals on the other side of the water 
he would keep them at home, perhaps to 
work in the co-operatives laundries, at least 
to make them the wives of rcsiieclable 
workingmen.
